Hattiesburg, - Miss. (TI. P.)—A 
proposed honor system for Missis- 
sippi Southern College is being 
considered. by the college adminis- 
trative council. Dr. R. A. Me- 
Lemore, acting president. of the 
college, said that under the pro- 
posal, a pledge | to abide by the sys- 
tem would be required for entrance 


and would become permanent’ 


part of each student's record. 
Outlining: the. responsibilities of 
faculty: and students, the proposal 
would also set up a system ‘for re- 
porting violations, a commission 
to act upon: the reports, two 
classes of convictions and a means 
of: appeal. For students, the pro- 


posal would entai) an acceptance- 
of obligations ‘to work independ-. 


entuy in writing exams and in. pre- 
paring themes and. papers. - 
Rules Cover Everything! 

Other obligations include re- 
{raining from receiving or, giving 
information during an exam; tak- 
ing, illegally, copies of any exami- 
nation; studying from a stolen test 
and taking concealed information 
into an exam, 


‘Instructors could also require a. 
pledge of any given piece of work, 


warranting ita validity in respect 


to the-system. Reports on viold- 


_ tions would be requested from fac- 
ulty members and members of the 
student,, government, assoication. 


The Honor Commission, as .set 
up under the ‘proposal, /would con- 
sist. of three memhers, one from 
each of the three upper classes, 
appointed by the president of the 
SGA with the.approval of the Stu- . 
‘dent Senate. The PDéan of the 
Basic College would be advisor to 
the Commission for one. year. They 
would not be eligible for reappoint- | 


_ ment, The commission would have — 


jurisdiction over all violations and 
would submit its recommendations 
.to the faculty curriculum commit- 
tee. 

Classify Two Violations ; 


“Violations under the system ~ 


‘would be classified as first and 
second offenses. Those guilty of 
first offenses would be ‘placed ‘on 
prebation or suspension, consistent 
with the degree of the violations. 
A second violation would result 
in indefinite suspension, upon ap- 
proval of the college president.
